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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is in response to Applicant's Amendment dated April 10, 2008. 
The cancellation of claims 2-4, 9, 17, 20-27, 29-31 and 36; the amendments 

to claims 1,10 and 28 and the merit of Applicant's arguments are sufficient to place the 
application in a condition for allowance as set forth hereinbelow. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 5-8, 10-16, 18-19, 28 and 32-35 are allowed 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regading claims 1, 10 and 28, the major difference between the teachings of the prior art 
of record (USP 6,476,800, Millman et al; USP 6,078,319, Bril et al. and US 2003/0201990, 

Aldrich et al.) and that of the instant invention is that said prior art does no teach a system 
comprising: a processor; a graphics controller coupled to the processor; and a frame buffer 
coupled to the graphics controller, said frame buffer having a size corresponding to a screen 
resolution and a pixel depth; wherein the processor is operable to: detect a power management 
event; select a policy from a plurality of power management policies, wherein the selected 
policy matches the power management event, and change the screen resolution in response to the 
power management event, wherein the processor is operable to change the screen resolution in 
accordance with the selected policy. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
